.  .cellent  salad  recipes. 


Pear  &  Avocado  Salad  Mold 

1  can  (29  ounces)  pear  halves 
1  pkg.  (3  ounces)  lime  flavored  gelatin 
1  cup  boiling;  water 


cup  boiling  water 
1  Tbl.s  lime  juice 
1  avocado 

%  cup  heavy  cream,  whipped 
thin  slices  of.  limes 


Drain  pears.  Reserve  3/4  C.  pear 
syrup.  Set  aside  2  pear  halves  for 
garnish.  Dice  remainder  and  drain 
again. 


Dissolve  gelatin  in  boiling  water. 
Add  reserve  pear  syrup  and  lime  juice. 
Peel  and  pit  avocado  and  puree  in  blend¬ 
er  or  mash  with  fork. 


Add  to  gelatin  mixture.  Chill  until 
partially  set. 

Fold  in  whipped  cream  and  diced  pears 
Pour  into  4  C.  mold  and  chill. 


Unmold.  Garnish  with  pear  wedges  and 
lime  slices.

1/8  tsp
